SUPPRESSING OPIUM. 


InzEarnest at Kaukong. 

Thero*appeara to be no doubt now that 
throughout South China there are serious 
attempte being made te suppress the uso of 
opium, An account ia published of what 
is being done in a ‘small town called 
Kaukong. Of course all the dens in which 
smoking has been allowed are closed. 
There are othor shops allowed to keep open 
whore those who have licunses can go and. 
buy the drug. But these shops must ! 
in each case pay n doposit into the local 
treasury as a guarntee that they will keop 
closely by tho new ru'cs. If, howovor, 
aay one shall,bo found smoking in 
any of theso shops the owner will at 
once have his place’ closed, and will, at 
the sanjo tmo, forfeit the $200 which he 
had paid in as. guarantee. Morever those 
who have clected to ecll opium in- the 
authorised shops will have to pay a local 
tax, of fouryper cent. and, of this sum, one 
half will: go to defray tho expenses of the 
new oducation, and. tho other half will go 
to’the’ yamen in order. to furnish working 
‘oxponses. In this way it is thonght that 
all illicit, emoking will ba suppressed, and, 
indeed, ‘if the rulea aro carried out with 
dotormination, -it. will bo reduced to.o 
minimum, ‘One of tho objects that anti- 
opiumists bave in- view is to create such a 
stato of public fecling’ that no youth will 
faco it and begin to use the ag
